Before Association Meeting 
in Los Angeles.

conditions at the American Bankers

“Although every 
business man,” 
reads the outline, “recognizes that 
the United States can never return 
to its former 
commercial isolation, 
as regards world trade, few realize 
that it is our intersectional isolation 
which is doing more than any one 
factor to delay the return to normal 
business conditions. 
“In a recent address before a rep­ 
resentative group of bankers in New 
York, it was brought out that the 
lack of co-operation between business 
men, bankers and manufacturers in 
various sections of the country has 
led to the creation of local depres­ 
sions which are entirely unnecessary, 
and could be obviated by a broad pol­ 
icy 
of 
intersectional 
co-operation. 
What was meant w as, that each dis­ 
trict treated its problems as purely 
local, whereas, as a matter of fact, 
they were simply a phase of national 
problems, and should be treated na­ 
tionally. 
“No body of men are in a better 
position from which to attack these 
problems, than the 
bankers of the 
country. 
That they realize their re­ 
sponsibility is evidenced by the scope 
of the program to come before the 
annual convention of the American 
Bankers’ Association to be held in

to swear 
that his marriage to me w?as the re­ 
sult °f a carefully laid plan of mine 
and my father’s, in order to give my 
father an excuse to kill Father Coyle, 
but I want to state here that it is 
not true.” 
The letter then charges that her 
husband will seek to blacken her repu­ 
tation.
